Supt. survives one crisis but..... 


More trouble ahead for Rasch?

EAST JORDAN - City Supt. Herman 
Rasch survived one attempt to fire him 
last week, but he may not be out of the 
woods yet. 

New mayor Archie Nemecek led a 
move to fire Rasch last Tuesday, and he 
thought he had the votes to accomplish 
it. 

Nemecek was so sure that he had the 
necessary four city council votes that he 
went to Rasch before he was even sworn 
in as mayor on Jan. 6 and told Rasch to 
resign or he’d be fired. 

Rasch refused, and at Nemecek’s 
second meeting as mayor on Jan. 20 he 
called for a vote to dismiss the 
superintendent.

To his surprise, one of his four votes 
didn’t come through, and his attempt to 
fire Rasch failed. 

‘One of them bailed out on me, 
Nemecek said after the meeting, al- 
though he wouldn’t say which council 
member had changed their vote. . 

A poll of council members a few days 
after the meeting revealed that Darwin 
Morris had changed his mind. 

‘| was approached by the mayor 
before the first of the year about this,”’ 
Morris said. ‘‘] thought he wanted to 
meet as a council and ask Herm to 
resign,”’ 

And. Morris said he wasn’t totally 
convinced that Rasch should resign. He 
wanted to call a meeting to talk about it.

But that is a slim margin if Morris 
sticks to his position that Rasch should 
be asked to move into East Jordan and 
take a pay cut. 

That doesn’t seem to be acceptable to 
the superintendent. He points out that 
the council that hired him knew he lived 
near Boyne City, 10 miles from East 
Jordan. 

‘Residency is a negotiated item. It 
always is,’’ he said. ‘‘If I am required to 
move, the economics change’’—mean- 
ing he should be paid more, not less, if 
he is required to sell his house and 
move. 

As for his salary, Rasch said it is not 
out of line. ‘*I don’t think they could 
hire another engineer any cheaper than 
they are paying me.”’ 

Rasch is paid more than previous

The superintendent said incidents 
like this ‘‘stifle the spirit,”’ but he is 
ready to mend fences. 

“Now we've got to try to repair and 
heal the wounds, try to restore com- 
munications. I don’t want to dwell on 
this. I enjoy the job. We’ve got a lot 
going for us in East Jordan, Rasch said. 


“Of course, if the council doesn’t 
want me, I'll be glad to pack up my stuff 
and leave. But I think most of the people 
in town support me, and four members 
of the council didn’t feel 1 was being 
given fair treztment.’” 

A week after the incident, Nemecek 
also seemed conciliatory. ‘I can’t do 
anything about it if I don’t have the 
votes,’ he said. *

With the recent receipt of property 
tax statements there seem to be two 
emotional camps at opposite poles 
concerning the rising costs of property 
taxes. 

For some there is the ‘*We need good 
schools, good government, good roads’’ 
philosophy, This is the group that 
recognizes the rising costs, but thinks 
that in order to get, they've got to give. 
Many of these are small land owners or 
those with children. This is the less 
vocal group of the two. 

In the other camp are those who think 
they already pay too much and that the 
cost is escalating beyond their ability to 
pay for what they have. There is real

continue to grow at their present rate 
they'll be forced into selling what they 
have, or a portion of it, in order to pay 
their taxes. 

Asked about her taxes, one Boyne 


City resident said, ‘‘It just grinds my { 


gizzard that it’s gone up so fast. It really 
gets me.”’ 

In her case, the home she and her 
husband purchased in 1966 has had an 
increase in property taxes of 253 
percent, while their assessed value has 
only increased 129 percent. 

The greatest increase has occurred in 
the last four years, when their taxes 
increased from $529.58 to this year’s tax 
of $1,111.49. ‘*We’re going to pay more 
next year,’’ she lamented. 

In Wilson Township two different 
landowners with large parcels of land 
were concerned that they would 
eventually have to sell part of their land 
in order to keep the balance. 

‘Part of the charm of Michigan is the 
open space and undeveloped land. If we 
have to sell off parts of our land to pay 
the taxes then eventually we'll be left 
with nothing but small plots and the 
charm will be gone for everyone,’’ one 
township resident said. 

The other resident brought forth a 
folder containing tax receipts dating 
back to the purchase of her property in 
1958. While these taxes may not be 


_ average, even taken as an exception, 


they are a startling example of the 
situation. 

In 1958 the property had an assessed 
value of $1900 and property taxes were 
$53.64. Over the next 10 years the 
property rose in assessed value to 
$4,800 and the taxes went up to 
$158.40.

Treasurer MUST Sign When 
Tax Is Paid 


This $53.64 property tax bill from 1958 
has soared to $1,205 today. 


But. in the last 12 years the taxes 
have risen to $1,205.07 and the 
assessed value to $24,600. Percentages 
here run into increases most have never 
even considered. From the time of 
purchase in 1958 to 1980, the taxes have 
increased 2,146 percent while the 
assessed value has risen 1,194 percent. 

The most startling thing about the 
increase is where it has come from. Of 
the total taxes now due ($1,205.07) a 
total of $1,032.56 is school taxes. That is 
an increase of 4,564 percent since 1958, 
when the school tax bill was $22. 

‘Then they wonder why I vote no on 
school taxes,’’ the resident said. 

Don MacNaughton, a certified 
residential appraiser and associate 
broker with Real Estate One, of Boyne 
City, says that most people don’t. realize 
the true value of their property. 


‘People get their tax statement and. 


they think it is outrageous, but normally 
their taxes are based on SO percent of 
the fair market value.”’

Small een politics often lack protecol and 

diplomacy—and last week’s East Jordan City 
Council meeting was certainly a good example. 
' Newly. elected mayor Archie Nemecek, 
presiding at only his second council meeting, led 
a nearly successful effort to fire City Supt. 
Herman Rasch. 

The motion to fire Rasch was defeated on a 4-2 
vote, and it would have been 4-3 if the mayor had 
voted, The mayor says he had arlother council 
member lined up to vote against Rasch, but that 
person reconsidered. 

Allin ail, the matter was handled quite poorly 
by those attempting to fire the city superin- 
tendent. Here’s why we feel that way: 

*The mayor and Councilman Russ Gee, two of 
the three who wanted to fire Rasch, had been in 
office tess than a month when they voted to take 
this action. 

Their views might have been more credible if 
they had been in office for six months or a year 
and had concluded—after observing the super- 
intendent in action—that Rasch should be 
terminated. 

The impression left by last week's action (and 
not denied by the mayor) is that the two new 


council members had their minds made up before 
they. were even elected. How can they make such 
a judgment with so little direct evidence? 


"The firing attempt was organized behind © 
closed doors. Some council members knew it was 


going to be brought up and others didn't. This

was a Slap in the face for the council members 
who were excluded, as if their opinions didn’t 
count, 

*This incident is bound to have a chilling effect 
on other city department heads. They must be 
wondering who will be next to be publicly 
humiliated with little deliberation or opportunity 
to answer charges. How can they be expected to 
keep high morale? 

“Because the affair was handled in such a 
secretive manner, there was not enough rational 
discussion of the issues involved. However, we 
fee] that the two issues raised by the mayor are 
legitimate. We just wish there would have been 
some real, sensible, open discussion of those 
issues. ; 

The issues are the superintendent's annual 


salary and his residency. 

The matter of the superintendent's residency 
is an issue that could be discussed in a rational 
way. For the sake of image more than anything, it 
is usually required that a community’s highest 
paid executive live in the community. But Rasch 
was told by the council that hired him that his 
living near Boyne City was not a problem. And 
with the threatened firing, how can Rasch now be 
asked to sell his home and move? 

Mayor Nemecek thinks Rasch’s annual salary 
of $27,500 is too high for a small town. It does 
seem high, considering surrounding communi- 
ties, But the original rationale when Rasch was 
hired three years ago was that he should be paid 
more because he is an engineer. He might be 
able to save the city money by doing engineering 
work that was formerly farmed out, the council 
thought. 

How has this arrangement worked? Has Rasch 
actually saved the city money because he is an 
engineer? Those are legitimate questions that 
should be asked, now that he has been on the job 
for awhile. But the questions should be 
thoroughly explored and Gicussed by people 
with open minds.

Learning how to learn 


A little-known ingredient to success 


The most important preparation there 
is for school is having learned how to 
learn. 

You can teach with topnotch skill. but 
if children don't know how to learn, it's 
like trying to keep a lead weight afloat.

Historic winter: 
Boom town returns 
with the smelt 


About 40 years ago several national 
magazines featured a little town that 
was experiencing a boom. 

Until that time the village had 
enjoyed a great deal of anonymity. One 
industry supported most of the 2.800 
inhabitants and although pickings were 
slim, fresh air, clean water and blue 
skies provided a healthy community. 

In those days fishing was often the 
alternative to emptv platters. But the 
town was blessed with an abundance of 


fish in the nearby lake. And miracul- 
ously during a time of preat need, a 
thin fish appeared in such quantities 
that the villagers moved out onto the 
frozen surface of the lake to scoop them 
up. 

But the real. scoop came in printed 


(ore. Reporters. a and cameramen drove |. 


th dovhe City's shanty town, Smeltanta, 
to catch the story. Smeltania was 
famous. People came to fish from all 
over the country. 

Bill Underhill, who rented shanties 
from ‘46 to ‘50, remembers one lady 
from Las Vegas who patiently fished for 
smelt in a full-length fur coat. 

All levels of the social strata were 
represented in Smeltania, The common 
denominator was smelt. It didn't matter 


if you had enough room for two or four 
men in your shanty and it didn’t 
enhance your luck if you owned or 
rented an ice shanty. You were, quite 
simply, a fisher of smelt. 

This aquatic industry was not 
necessarily a lucrative one. One smelt 
tetched one penny at the Trading Post. 
Fresh smelt could be bartered there for 
fried fish and the tales were free. 
According to Underhill, everyone had a 
good time out on the ice whether they 
were fishing or indulging in a wee nip. 

“Everyone wds surprised about the 
amount of free publicity that Smeltania 
brought,’ said Underhill. ‘There is no 


way that we could have bought that. 


much advertising." 


But then a city on ice was unique. If. 


there were others they probably didn't 


have a mayor, chief of police and aly 


hall.
